1. Claims 55-82 of application 10/046,846, filed on 14-January-2002, are presented 
for examination. This application is CON of 09/243,202, filed on 2-February-1 999, now 
U.S. Patent No. 6,381,561, which is a CIP of 09/018,632, filed on 4-February-1 998, now 
U.S. Patent No. 6,470,303. 

Double Patenting Rejections 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified 
or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent 
possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 
2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re 
Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 
1969).

on the damaged vehicle components information.
